Salaries won’t solve 
public servant crisis 


to get you to jump ship from your 
current gig and head for the sunny 
shores of government? 

The Professional Institute of the 
Public Service of Canada is betting 
on money, asking for an ambitious 
12 per cent raise over three years 
for the professional government 
employees it represents. The reason, 
apparently, is that salaries of federal 
government professionals are 
outstripped by the private sector. 
Crank up that pay cheque, and 
the employees will come. This is 
important, considering more than 
25,000 of these folks will be looking 
to retire in the next five years. 

To modify the union’s pitch 
slightly: Raise the salaries and the 
millennials will come. The concern 
is that the positions, at lower 
salaries, will still doubtless be filled, 
but the best and brightest will stay 
away unless compensated. 

There might be truth to that. But 
for a generation struggling with 
labour instability, the public service 
is already a relatively attractive 
employer. There are solid benefits, 
decent wages and long-term 
employment stability. Is money 
a factor? No doubt, but there are 
many other issues at play, including 
workplace culture; the public 
service has alarmingly high rates of 
depression and anxiety. Who wants 


to walk into that job? A salary hike 
is unlikely to compensate for these 
troubling issues. 

The union points out that many 
scientists shied away from the public 
service because of restrictions 
on speaking out about research 
that were in place under the 
Conservatives. 

When it comes to employment, 
young people generally want to 
change the world for the better and 
do work they’re passionate about, 
according to the Harvard Business 
Review. These desires, by the way, 
aren’t particularly outlandish 
compared to other generations of 
workers. But it does speak to the 
complexity of actually getting more 
young people into the public service. 

It may well be the case that 
professionals in the public service 
deserve a pay raise. Certainly, it 
can be argued. But the idea that 
salary hikes are needed because 
of the upcoming dearth of quality 
employees rather misses the boat, 
and in fact highlights other serious 
and pressing issues facing these 
unions and the government. 

The question that needs asking 
isn’t “how do we attract young 
people,” but rather, “why aren't they 
coming in the numbers we need?” 
Whatever the answer might be will 
set everyone down the right path to a 
successful public service.

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Waterfront strategy 
to focus on marking 
access to lake

Councillors received an 
update on the Town of Fort Erie’s 
42 kilometres of waterfront prop¬ 
erty on Monday when Donna 
Hinde, a partner with the Plan¬ 
ning Partnership, presented the 
newest iteration of the Water¬ 
front Strategy. 

Hinde appeared before coun¬ 
cil to provide recent updates to 
the Waterfront Strategy to coun¬ 
cil following the strategy's sec¬ 
ond of three public meetings and 
information sessions. 

The Town has recently been 
engaging with residents to maxi¬ 
mize the quality and quantity of 
public access waterfront properties 
and “windows" according to Hinde. 

She said that of the 42 kilome¬ 
tre waterfront, 30 of them are on 
Lake Erie. Of those 30, only three 
are public access. 

Even so, said Hinde, there are 
about 20 points of public access 
that the Waterfront Strategy is tar¬ 
geting .According to Hinde, the 
waterfront strategy focuses on 
enhancing business opportuni¬ 
ties while protecting and enhanc¬ 
ing natural views and areas. 

“We know this is not an easy 
task,” Hinde said. 

To start, the strategy is looking 
at creating beach "anchor points" 
around town that would earmark 
the updates to waterfront zones. 

The strategy places importance 
on clearly marking access routes 
to these anchor points and other 
waterfront zones. 

Further, the strategy notes 
that master plans would be cre¬ 
ated for the Bowen Road Park, 


Waverly Beach Park and Bay 
Beach within the Strategy itself. 
Hinde said they plan to make 
those three areas the main 
anchor points from which the 
subsequent waterfront zones 
would grow. 

"We looked at it as a bit of a 
hierarchy where we identified 
the gateways,” said Hinde. 

development will trickle down 
to smaller areas throughout the 


Lake Erie and Niagara River 
waterfronts. 

Hinde noted that allowing 
everyone to enj oy the waterfront 
is a crucial part of the strategy. 

“We’re providing universal 
access to waterfront parks and 
windows when feasible.”

EMERALDASHBORER 

What you need to know about the 
Emerald Ash Borer 

What is the Emerald Ash Borer? 

The Emerald Ash Borer (EAB) is an introduced 
insect pest from Asia that attacks and kills all 
species of true ash trees by feeding beneath the 
bark and disrupting the flow of water and nutri¬ 
ents within the tree. It was first discovered in the 
Niagara Region in 2009. 

How many trees are infested? 

Ash trees make up about 60-75% of all trees 
located in Fort Erie. Town staff estimate that 

there are about 16,500 ash trees infested 
with EAB in Fort Erie; with about 
80% of them located on 
private property. 



How much damage can it cause? 

Trees infested with EAB, which do not receive 
proper treatment within a specific period of time, 
will die. Unlike other tree species, ash trees 
killed by EAB have full tree failures significantly 
sooner after they are dead. Additionally, they are 
more likely to fall down at the base, increasing 
the risk of injury or damage to town and private 
property. The mortality rate of EAB infested trees 
can happen as fast as one year; however, it 
typically occurs within 2-3 years. 

What will happen to the Town-owned ash tree 
near my property? 

Town-owned ash trees will be identified, tagged 
and marked with white paint by the Town Arborist 
to indicate the action to be taken. Trees marked 
with an “X” or “X & H” have been tagged for 
removal. Trees marked with a white "dot” identify 
the tree is in healthy condition and require main¬ 
tenance trimming to ensure continued health. 


What should I do if I have an ash tree on my 
private property? 

Property owners are responsible for taking care 
of privately-owned trees. The Town Arborist 
recommends you monitor the condition of your 
tree, looking for signs of infestation. If you see 
signs that your ash tree is dead or dying, you 
should contact a professional tree care company 
for an assessment. 

What is the Town doing? 

In 2016, the Town will be spending $468,000 for 
the trimming and removal of trees on Town prop¬ 
erly; a significant increase over last year’s budget. 
Over the past few months, the Town completed a 
tree removal program in South Fort Erie. Staff will 
continue assessing the EAB impact in the Crescent 
Park area for the remainder of the year. Due to 
this year’s drastic increase in tree removals, about 
$65,000 in funding will be allocated to a re-planting 
program scheduled to begin Fall 2016.

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Road Resurfacing 

With summer underway, so marks the Town’s annual Road 
Resurfacing program. This year, the Town has identified 13km 
of roads rehabilitated as part of its five-year Road Resurfacing 
program. 

How are the roads rated and ranked? 

Town roads are inspected and rated by Town engineering staff 
to develop a Pavement Condition Index (PCI). PCI ratings 
include factors such as ride condition ratings and the 
physical condition of the road. 


Once the road is rated, Town engineers use a risk-based formula 

to rank the Town roads and identify road priorities. The formula is 

based on PCI (scale: 100-1) x Road Classification (scale: 1-6). 

For example, 

Road A: 60 (PCI) x 4 (Road Classification) = 240 

Road B: 50 (PCI) x 5 (Road Classification) = 250 

Road A is considered a higher priority road when compared to 
Road B; the lower the road rating, the higher the priority. 

Other factors affecting road priorities include: 

• Roads that have a PCI of 45 and lower are automatically 
slated for reconstruction not resurfacing because they 
are considered too far deteriorated to be effectively 
rehabilitated. 

• If a sewer or watermain replacement project is planned in the 
10-year capital program, only maintenance activities will be 
completed until reconstruction occurs as part of the project. 

What are the types of road resurfacing & reconstruction used? 

Road Resurfacing 

• Hot Mix Overlay - A new layer of asphalt is placed on top of 
the existing road. 


program underway 

• Hot Mix Mill and Overlay - A portion of the existing asphalt 
road is milled off and a new layer of asphalt is placed on the 
milled surface. 

• Surface Treatment (aka tar and chip sealing) - Asphalt 
emulsion is sprayed on top of the existing road surface or 
other base material and is coated with a fine aggregate. 

Road Reconstruction 

• The existing asphalt roads are pulverized and replaced with 
new asphalt. 

• The existing asphalt roads are excavated and replaced with 
a new granular base and new asphalt. 

• The existing surface treated roads are pulverized and 
replaced with new double surface treat emulsion and fine 
aggregate. It may also include a layer of recycled asphalt 
pavement. 

• The existing surface is pulverized, graded and compacted 
with a dust suppressant application. 

How much money is dedicated to fixing our roads? 

In the 2016 Capital Budget, Town Council allocated $850,000 
to the Roads Resurfacing program. An additional $403,100 
was approved in the supplemental budget based on staff 
recommendations; thus, allowing certain road sections originally 
identified in the 2017 program to be completed in 2016. In total, 
the Roads Resurfacing program budget for 2016 is $1,253,100, 
which is a 57% increase over the 2015. 

In order to maximize the dollars committed to the Roads 
Resurfacing program, Town Council approves the annual 
budget early in the year; thus, allowing for early tendering and 
favourable pricing.
